He’ll Make a Good Fireman, 
Marie Decides. 


Sinaia, Rumania.—King Michael I, 
Rumania's five-year-old sovereign, 
dashed down the concrete walk of the 
royal summer palace here a couple 
of days ago in his red-painted, minia- 
ture American automobile, almost 
bowling over Dowager Queen Marie 
as he went. Ahead of him raced his 
favorite dog, Mumbo. They imagined 
themselves. goihg to a fire. - 

“Madcap Micky,” as Queen Mari 
calls-ber romping, irrepressible grand- 
son, was shrieking, blowing a whistle 
and ordering even royalty out of his 
path. Queen Marie, who was taking 
a stroll in the palace greunds with 
the little king’s mother, Princess Hel- 
en, and former King George of 
Greece, .said jocularly: ; 

“Well, if he doesn’t make a good 
king he surely witli make-a first-class 
fireman,” 

Prefers “Micky” to Majesty. 

When the correspondent of the As- 
sociated Press asked Queen Marie to 
describe the boy king, she sald: 

“He hasn't the remotest idea what 
the events of the last fortnight mean. 
He can’t understand why people make 
such a fuss over him. He wants to 
be called ‘Micky’ and not ‘your maj- 
esty.’” 

“Like all other children, he {Is {n- 
tensely fond of fairy tales, and stories 
of adventure and daring. He exults 
with joy and triumph when the vil- 
lain In a legend has his head cut off 
or when some wicked character ts 
shut up in a dungeon or eaten alive 
by wolves. He also loves flowers, a 
trait which I suppose he gets from 
me. Knowing my love for flowers, 
he goes to the palace grounds, picks 
little nosegays and puts them at my 
bedside in the evening. He also takes 
delight in swimming, riding his pony 
and picnicking.” 

The queen said that the Ittle king 
always speaks English to his mother 
and Queen Marie, but Rumanian to 
others. 


Has Few Piaymates. 

“Micky has been kept very much 
at home by his mother,” said Queen 
Marie, “and therefore hasn't many 
playmates. Helen puts him'to bed at 
6:30 or 7 p. m, in the eventng. He 
is up again by 6:30 or 7:00 a. m. in 
the morning. Half an hour later he is 
out on the lawn, playing with his 
scooter or other toys, 

“His chief characteristics are his 
unusual intelligence, argumentative 
hature, obstinacy and mischievous- 
ness, His mother is very religious, 
but Micky dislikes golig to church 
because the services are so long.”

Present, Says Visitor 
Washington.—If you are curious 
about the past, travel in Europe. But 
if you would learn of the present and 
future, tour the United States from 
eoast to coast. That is the lesson 
which Ambassador Pueyrredon of Ar- 
gentina says he learned during a 10,- 
000-mile automobile trip across the 
country.

Factory employment in California 
showed a decline of 3.8 per cent dur- 
ing July, 1927, as compared with July, 
1926, though the payroll was less by 
only 1.9 per cent, as shown by the 
monthly biilletin of the division of 
labor atatisties and law enforcement 
of thé department of public relations. 
Seven hundr d thirty-six represen- 
fative industriés were shown to em- 
ploy 135,148 workers, having an aver- 
age weekly wage of $27.33, as against 
$26.80 a year ago. 

The Morris Plan Company of San 
Francisco, the People Finance and 
Thrift Company of Los Angeles, with 
branches in many California cities, 
and other kindred firms operating in 
California, were last week ordered by 
State Corporation Commission J. M. 
Friedlander to discontinue temporarily 
the issuance of so-called thrift certi- 
ficates on the grounds that loans made 
under this system are usurious. The 
order was issued following a hearing 
of certain loan companies. 

Is there a petrified forest in Shasta 
County? ‘That question was raised at 
Viola, Shasta County, when Frank 
Herbeck of the Pacific Gas & Electric 
Company brought to the Loomis mu- 
seum several hundred pounds of pet- 
rified wood and said there is a whole 
tree of it at Kilare. Herbeck was six 
hours in getting a piece of the wood 
3 feet in diameter. There are lots of 
petrified trees in the vicinity but they 
have not been uncovered by erosion, 
according to Herbeck. He says he 
saw the limbs of a petrified tree stick- 
ing out of a cliff on Pit River. 

Provided enough old cars can be 
assembled for the big bonfire to be 
held shortly: under the auspices of the 
Marysville Auto Dealers’ Association, 
Yolo County, as a means toward get- 
ting rid of a lot of wornout and de- 
crepit cars, a moving picture concern 
will send agents there to make films 
on the event. The fire igs expected to 
be one of the largest of its kind ever 
held in California. The movie com- 
pany has asked that the bonfire be 
held a little before suaiown, in order 
to get a night effect. The fire will 
be a blow to junk dealers who now 
purchase and dismantle. 

Kern county’s tax rate may. jump 
to $1.60 this year on the outside rate 
from $1.25 for every $100 valuation 
if tentative budgets as published by 
the board of supervisors are approved 
by the board. These figures are un- 
official estimates. Last year the tax 
rate was $1.25. This year the super- 
visors plan on a 20-cent road tax and 
a 5-cent additional tax for mainten- 
ance. These increases in themselves 
would bring the tax rate up to $1.50. 

The nineteenth annual conference of 
California heaith officers, in conjunc.

A Maya of Today Beside a Carving of His Ancestors.

EW divilisations of a " onat in 
Fe part of the world have been 


so worthy as that disclosed by 

the ruined cities of the Mayas in 
Central America, From about 500 B. 
©. unill sometime between 471° and 
630 A. D. the Mayas lived tn the re- 
gion wow tuctuded fm the states of 
Tabasco and Chiapas in Mexico, the 
department of Peten in Guatemata, 
and just along the western frontier of 
Honduras. 

There a magnificent civilization had 
been developed. This region, now 
overgrown with a dense tropical for- 
est, had been cleared and put under 
intensive cultivation. Great. cities 
flourished on every side. Lofty pyra~ 
mid-temples and splendid palaces of 
cut stone, spacious: piazas aid’ courts 
fitted with elaborately carved monu- 
ments of strange yet imposing dignity, 
market places, terraces, causeways, 
were to be counted, not by tens and 
scores but by hundreds and thousands. 

Indeed, it is not improbable that this 
was one of the most densely populat- 
ed areas of its size in the world during 
the first five centuries of the Christian. 
era, tha seat of a mighty American 
empire, 

Nor iid other arts and sciences lag 
behind architecture and sculpture in 
the Mayan cultural procession. Metal; 
it is tine, the Mayas of the Old Em- 
pire did not have, bnt the lack of it 
did not prevent them from carving 
such a hard substance as jade, which 
they made into beantiful pectoral 
Plaques sometimes six inches square, 
showing their principal deities and 
rulers in’ acts of adoration or sacri- 
fice. Necklaces, anklets, wristlets, 
earrings, nose ornaments, beads, and 
pendants were fashioned from the 
same refractory material. 

Exquisite wood carvings, delicate 
modeling in stucco ceramics, painting, 
weaving and gorgeous mosaics made 
of brilliantly colored feathers were 
some of the other arts in which, ‘so 
far as the native races of the New 
World are concerned, the Old Empire 
Maya acknowledged few equals and, 
with the possible exception of the Inca 
in the art of weaving, no superiors. 
And when one comes to a knowledge 
of the abstract sciences, such as arith- 
metic, chronology and astronomy, they 
had few peers among their contempo- 
raries, even in the Old World. 

Great Mayan Exodus. 

But the Mayan Dark Ages were ap- 
proaching. Art, architecture and 
learning were soon to suffer a tem- 
Porary eclipse—one, indeed, from 
which the first never again fully re- 
covered. The Mayas during the Sev- 
enth century were forced to abandon 
the Old Empire region, where they 
had wrought so laboriously and had 
achieved so splendidly, and to seek 
new homes elsewhere. 

The cause, or perhaps better, causes 
of this great Mayan exodus are as yet 
obscure. Climatic changes rendering 
the region unfit for further habitation, 
internecine strife, foreign invasions,. 
intellectual and social exhaustion fol- 
lowing bard upon such rapid esthetic 
development, devastating epidemics of 
yellow fever, even such a modern man- 
ifestation as the high cost of living, 
have been suggested to. account for 
this great historic event. 

This last explanation seems a likely 
one. The agricultural practices in 
vogue among the ancient Mayas were 
such as gradually to exhaust the’ ‘pro- 
ductivity of the land available for ¢il- 
tivation. Planting eventually became 
impossible, as the repeated burnings 
which alone served to clear the 
ground in the absence of tools and 


work animals, permitted such a thick: 


sod to grow that no. cereal could force 
its way up through it. 

The people, it seems, were literally 
starved into searching for new homes. 
No lesser calamity than this, appar- 
ently, could have driven a whole na« 
tion to such a drastic step as the com- 
plete abandonment of a region. where- 
in they had expended such a ‘treinen- 
dous effort. 

Whatever may have been respon- 


sible for this migration, the fact. itself | 


is sufficiently clear that Yucatan was 


discovered as early as the latter half |: 


of ‘the: Fifth century, by advance par- 
ties’ of Old: Empire Mayas pushing 
northward along the then, and even 
still,. unexplored forests of southern 
Yueatan. looking for a new and more 


Yucatan must have held not a few 
disappointments for these early ad- 
venturing Americans. It is at best but 
a parched and waterless tand. ‘There 
is no surface water, and there are no 
rivers or streams and only one or two 
lakes. The couniry is of timestone 
formation, with only a subterranean 
water supply and relatively few places 
where this may be got at naturally, 
And these first Mayan explorers had 
belther time nor means for drilling 
wells, 

- Citles by Water Holes. 

Here and there about the country a 
few natural openings or wells have 
been formed, great holes in the 
ground, sometimes several hundred 
feet In diameter, places where«the 
Nmestone crust has hecome .under- 
mined and has failen throwiti, €xpos- 
ing subterranean water. ‘These the 
Mayas called cenotes, and wherever 
they existed, there, by very force of 
eireumstance, important centérs of 
population were established and tiour- 
ished. 

The place where Chichen Itza, the 
great city of the New Kmpire, was 
later to be founded, was peculiarly fa- 
vored in this respect, for here the 
waterless plain of Yucatan ts pierced 
by two of these great natural wells 
within half a mile of each other. Un- 
der primitive conditions, this fact 
alone determined that an important 
‘tity’ would one day grow up around 
them. 

In the late New Empire five centu- 
ries and more after the cities of the 


Old Empire had been abandoned and: 


lay in desolation, ‘buried. beneath a 
vast tropical forest, Chichen Itza had 
grown to be the. largest city of her 
day—indeed, ‘tirore—the holiest city of 
her times, the Mecca of the Mayan 
world, 

In 1004 A. D. the three largest city- 

states—Chichen-Itza, Uxmal and May- 
apan—formed a triple alliance, under 
the name of the League of Mayapan, 
by which the government of the pen- 
insula was divided equally among 
them. 
, This ts the period of the true Mayan 
Renaissance. Under the peaceful con- 
ditions and general prosperity brought 
about by the lengue. art and architec- 
ture’ revived. 

But not yet had Chichen Itza 
reached her greatest development, her 
crowning glory as the holy city of the 
Mayas. In 1201 A. D. the ruler of 
Mayapan made successful war on 
Chichen Itza, and from this time until . 
its final abandonment.- in 1448, the 
city was, held in thrall by foreign rul- 
ers, the Toltec-Aztec allies of Hunnac 
Ceel. 

This foreign influence from the dis- 
tant Vale of Anahuae gave to the cliy 
not only new rulers, but also new cus- 
toms, new esthetic inspirations, a new 
architecture, even a new religion, all 
of which reacted powerfully upon the 
Itza people and raised their capital 
to a position of honor and sanctity 
never enjoyed’ by it or any other 
Mayan city before or since. 

Great Building Boom. 


The conquerors brought with them 
the worship of the fair golden-haired 
god; Quetzalcoatl, the “Feathered Ser- 
pent.” Removed to’ Chichen Itza, this 
Toltec Zeus became Kukulcan, a direct 
Mayan translation of Quetzalcoatl; and 
presently all over thé northern part of 
the city, which dates principally from 
this. last. period, temples. and sanctu- 
aries were rising to the new god, ail 
adorned. with highly realistic repre- 
sentations of the Feathered Serpent— 
fn columns, balustrades, cornices and 
bas-reliefs—until his sinuous trail was 
to be seen on every side.
